milk and housing inspector made 22 
nspections, - their reports 
revealed

The milk report was small for the 


month, only eight dairies being in 
pected during December. The report 
hows that the/ butter fat ran from 
.1 percent to 4.6 making a good high 
verage for the eight dairies. Bas- 
eria count per c. c. in the eight 
airies ran • from 7,000 to 151,000 
hich was also low for an average. 
Seven of the dairies were reported 
s being in "good" condition while 
one was reported "poor". Three re- 
frigerators containing tainted mea 
were found during the month, the re- 
port of Katherine Eeilly showed, 
while there were nine houses found to 
be in an insanitary condition.

Among these forces are various 


monopolies, such as the monopoly 
of land and other natural resources, 
which increase the farmer's <ost of 
production and at the same time 
lower his income bj decreasing the 
purchasing power of the consuming 
public. 


Until farmers understand and ap- 


ply the remedies that are needed to 


cure these basic evils they cannot 
hope to bring about a permanent 
itnprovmeut in the agricultural sit- 
uation either thru co-operative mar 
keting or by any of the other means 
that are commonly/ advocated.
